Coutances, driven westward to the sea just south of that Normandy road centre 
and on at least nine miles to the south in a new threat to Field Marshal Rom- 
mel’s whole defence of interior France, headquarters disclosed today.

nelia R. Wood, Social Credit candidate for the riding. Friday 
afternoon Mr. Manning and Mrs. Wood spoke at Entwistle to 
another capacity audience, coming to Stony Plain for an eve-

The Americans also pushed to 
within two miles of Percy, midway 
between the ocean and the Vire 
river.

Under provincial debt legislation, 
more than 41,000 persons had re- 
ceived direct assistance from the 
govérnment to adjust their debts. 
More than 1,100 debtors were given 
free legal assistance when faced 
with foreclosure proceedings in 
court, 

One thousand soldiers received 
help under the Soldiers’ Relief 
Act of the Sccial Credit govern- 
ment. Approximately $42,000,000 
of old debts for seed grain and 
other advances have been can- 
celled in rural areas. 

The above protection, far in ex- 
cess of that offered in other prov- 
inces, was justly due to farmers, 
Mr. Manning declared.

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Alberta’s Social Services 
The province of Alberta, under the 

Social Credit Government, has 
achi leadership in social services. No 
other province approaches the social- 
consciousness of Alberta in a practical and 
effective way. 

In the field of mothers’ allowances, 
grants in 1935 amounted to $507,000, of 
which 50 per cent was paic by municipal- 
ities. Grants in 1944 have amounted to 
$650,000 of which 25 per cent is charged to 
municipalities. Deserted mothers are now 
included in the provision. 

Alberta leads all of Canada in old age 
pensions. This province has led the way in 
the provision of economic security for

As of March, 1942, old age pensiouers 
in Alberta were receiving $20 per month, 
15 per cent of which was paid by the 
province, 10 per cent by the municipa 
and 75 per cent federally.

Russia and Poland 


It is highly unfortunate, at this critical 
moment, that Russia should see fit to turn 
up her nose at the Polish government in 
exile in London and decide to dea! entirely 
with a Polish national committee of libera- 
tion which, it is believed, is dominated by 
the Soviets. 

Tt is unfortunate, but it is not necessar- 
ily fatal. Nor does it naturally follow, as 
has been alleged, that this committee of 
liberation, just because it is dominated by 
Russia, is prepared to swing Poland to 
communism. 

Everyone, including the Poles, has a 
high opinion of Polish patriotism. It is ex- 
tremely unlikely, then, that it would be 
possible to get together a group of Poles, 
large enough to govern the country, who 
would be willing to thus betray it to a prin- 
ciple which is abhorrent to Polish tradi- 
tion, Polish religion and Polish well-being. 

The situation is admittedly grave be- 
case it sets up a division among the Polish 
people. But it is not alarming because the 
committee of liberation is only another 
party. Its members are stil! Poles and pre- 
sumably patriotic Poles. 

Nor can Russia be blamed too much. It 
is easier to deal with a group close at hand 
than with a group on the other side of 
Europe, particularly when the war has en- 
tered a phase when decisions must be im- 
mediate. 

We ourselves played hide-and-seek with 
General de Gaulle too long to reproach any 
other country with the same kind of prac- 
tice. 

Stalin has given agsurances of the in- 
tegrity of Poland. There is no reason yet to 
doubt them. z

LONDON, July 29—A fleet of

Ottawa Seeking 


An Agreement 
On U.S. Goods 


OTTAWA, July 29— (CP) — 
Prime Minister Mackenzie King 
said in the Commons late yester- 
day the government is attempting 
to reach an agreement with the 
United States for the disposal of 
equipment used by -s«merican 
engineers in the construction of 
the Alaska highway. 

Mr. King said it might be pos- 
sivble to reach an agreement under 
which the Canadian government 
would sell the equipment and turn 
the proceeds of the sales over to 
the United States after deducting 
expenses incurred in making the 
sales. Under law the equipment 
could not be sold in Canada by the 
United States government, until 
customs duties on it had be€n paid. 


REPLY TO OPPOSITION 
The Prime Minister's statement 


was made in reply to opposition, 


members who had urged the gov- 
ernment to investigate reports that 
valuable equipment used on the 
highway was being destroyed. 

Investigation revealed that Unit- 
ed States army engineers were 
closing about 150 construction 
camps along the highway, They 
had specific instructions from the 
United States government to salv- 
age any usable material. 

However, such things as blankets 
and perishable foods stuffs were 
being destroyed. 

Some bulldozers and other equip- 
ment had already been made avail- 
able to the Canadian government. 


DISCOUNTS REPORTS 

Mr. King said the investigation re- 
vealed there was no evidence to 
support reports that the federal bur- 
eau of investigation planned to take 
action against Canadians in the 
Peace River District, who allegedly 
had gone to the equipment dumps 
at the camp and removed some 
materials 

The FBI would have no authority 
to take such action against the Can- 
adian people, Mr. King said

OTTAWA, July 29.—(CP)—A 
resolution providing for the intro- 
duction of new housing legislation 
appeared on the commons order 
paper today in the name of 
Finance Minister lisiey. 

The legislation is in five parts: 

1, Loans fer construction 
prospective home owners with ad- 
vances not to exceed $100,000,000. 

2. Loans for the construction of 

| homes to be rented. 

| 38. Loans for improvement of 
|housing in rural areas limited to 
| $5,000,000. 

| 4. Loans up to $100,000.00 for al- 
terations and improvements. 

5. Undertaking of research to 
|lower housing costs and provide 
|better housing conditions and im- 
| provement in community planning. 


CHIEF PRINCIPLE 

The resolution described the un- 
derlying principle of the legislation 
as promotion of “the construction of 
|new houses, the repair and moder- 
nization of existing houses, the im- 
provement of houses and living con- 
{ditions and the expansion of em- 
ployment in the post-war period.” 
The section dealing with assist- 
jance in the eonstruction of homes 
|ta be rented includes provision for 
loans, not to exceed $50,000,000 to 
limited dividend housing corpora- 
tions to assist in financin; low-cost 
housing projects. In addition, life 
insurance companies under 
jurisdiction of parliament may be 
given guarantees on loans for the 
purchase of Jand and construction 
of Jow or moderate-cost housing. 

Authority is also given under 
certain conditions, which are not 
defined in the resolution, for 
grants to municipalities to a total 
not exceading $20,000,000 for slum 
clearance,

into contracts with approved lend 
ing Institutions and may also make 
jagreements with manufacturers of 
[building equipment to assure the

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Slashed Wrist 


Duce, in Fear of Allies 
Attempted to End Life 


ROME, July 20.— (AP) —Hy- 
sterical and fearful of being 
handed over to the Allies, Benito 
Mussolini made a fceble attempt 
at suicide last Sept. 12, a reliable 
informant said yesterday, by 
slashing a wrist with a razor 
blade. 

The half-hearted attempt was 
made a few hours before Musso- 
lini was freed from the Hotel 
Campo Imperatore by German 
parachutists, said the informant 
who requested anonymity. 

This was the story told by the 
informant: 

“On Sept. 12, about 3 am, 
Carabinieri who were at Musso- 
lini's disposal, hurried to the su- 
perior officer and told him that 
Il Duce was almost hysterical. 
The officer ran to Mussolini's 
room and found him standing up. 
One wrist was cut and blood had 
stained a pyjama sleeve, Musso- 
lini held a razor blade.

Throughout the centuries that torch of Bruth has been carried to 
the uttermost parts of the earth, and wherever it has shone, in all its 
glory, men and women have rejoiced in the glorious liberty of the sons 
of God. ° 


For so long, have many enjoyed that liberty and freedom which the 
Christian way ot life has brought in its train, that they have come to 
take it as a matter of course. Now the world is locked in deadly con- 
flict with a ruthless foe whose determination is to exalt himself above 
man and God, and to abolish from the earth, the way of life for which 
Christ died.
